did not invade England immed ately 
after Dunkirk; it was a miracle that 
Hitler attacked Russia instead of 
England; the defence cf tke '}ate cf 
Britain was miraculous, 

Probably the grestest miracle o 
them all was the rescue of the army otf 
nearly four hundred thousand from 
Dunkirk. lew people iealize the mr 
acle that made this rescue possib« 
When the editors visited Maidcnha d 
one day, they saw a number of smal) 
boats that made many trips acrcss the 
Channel to bring back that army. Sim- 
ilar boats were shown in the film “M°+ 
Miniver” when that epic was portray: 
ed, 

Those little boats could not : o-sthl, 
have lived in a _ rough sea, and th?

The cathedral now towers up in 
plain view from all angies. whereas ii 
formerly was closely surrounded by 
buiidings. 

The climb up to the gailery outside 
the dome is about 650 steps but the 
effort is well worth while. From this 
elevaticn there is the most compre 
hensive view of the widesprea! Cam 
age in that part of London, It im- 
presses one more and more with the 
conviction -that the way in which St 
Paul’s has escaped destruction is rea’: 
ly a miracle.

Ali 
these have now crumbled into dusi 
and ashes under Nazi bombs, an: to 
day St. Paul’s stands, as it shoula 
stand, clear majestic, its great cross 
of gold above the city, sharp cut 
against the sky. Surely there is some- 
thing symbolic in that. The confused 
mass of buildings has gone, the rub- 
bish has gone, but what really matter 
remains.” 

The vicious raids on the peaceful 
of Bath where there were no war in- 
dustries or anything of military value 
will never be forgotten. Thes® raid 
which took place in April 1942 des- 
troyed many fine and historic build- 
ings. Yet curing tlLose raids {2 Lom's 
fell in gardens or open spaces where 
they did little damage. We we e tod 
this while lcoking over the city ‘rom 
Beachen Cliff, and it did not seem 
possible that 92 projectiles could have 
found open spaces. Surely this was 
another miracle.

miraculous escape from serious dam 


| 
age while buildings around it have 
been battered beyond recognition. 

A famous landmark in Bristol was 
the Leaning Tower of the Temple 
Church, which was built in 1145, and 
which was four feet out of perpen- 
dicular. The Church and all the build 
ings around it have been destroyed, 
yet the Leaning Tower stands up in 
the midst of the debris, and is still 
four feet out of plumb. 

There have been large numbers o 
churches totally destroyed, but thers 
is a very remarkable thing about them 
In most cases the steeple or tower is 
still standing. From the outside of 
the dome of St. Paul’s cathedral can 
be seen at least ten churches in the 
vicinity that have been destroyed. in- 
cluding St. Mary (Bow Church) Cheap 
side, Christ Church, Newgate, (former- 
ly the Gray Friars), St. Nicholas Coi 
Abbey, on Victoria St.; St. Mary, Som 
erset, on Upper Thames St.; St. James 
Garlick Hythe St. Vedas, in Foster 
Lane; St. Lawrence Jewry; St. Giles 
Cripplegate; St. Brides, and man 
others, and in nearly every case th¢ 
towers or steeples are still standing. 
The same thing can be seen in Bristoi 
(where twenty-eight churches have 
been destroyed) and in Bath, Ports- 
mouth and several other cities which 
we visited. 

The towers of all these ruined 
churches still standing has caused 
people to remember an _ old saying, 
that the steeples carry the prayers of 
the people up to heaven. 

These steeples and towers are vis- 
ible symbols‘ of the prayer that free 
people may be given the strength to 
remain steadfast, and that they may 
receive Divine aid to overcome the 
barbarians who would destroy the 
temples of God. 

The miracles described are only a 


very few of those that are to be seen 
in all parts of Britian today.

This is 
also a war measure, over which we 
have no control. 

In order to secure our necessary 
quota of Newsprint the regulations 
now are that we cannot carry anyone 
who is more than three months in 
arrears. 

On the whole our mailing list is in 
satisfactory state.
